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Woman shown knife 
in attempted robbery

A WOMAN was threatened with 
a knife in Newmarket before two 
women tried to frogmarch her 
to a cashpoint. 

The terrifying incident took 
place on the pathway known as 
the Yellow Brick Road and police 
believe it involved two women 
and two men. 

The victim, who is in her 20s, 
was walking along the path 
when another woman ran past 
her, before suddenly turning 
round and approaching her. 

The suspect then demanded 
that the victim gave her money 
or she would hurt her, and the 
victim then noticed the offender 
was holding a small knife. 

The victim said she did not 
have any cash on her and at 
this point another woman came 
along and stood next to the sus¬ 
pect, who said they would take 
her to a cashpoint and get her to 
take some money out. 

The two women walked the 
victim back along the path to¬ 
wards Exeter Road and she then 
noticed two men standing by 
the entrance to the path. 

After they walked past them,

the two men then followed be¬ 
hind at a distance. 

As they walked towards a 
cashpoint in Fred Archer Way, 
the brave victim managed to get 
away from the suspects, run¬ 
ning across the road to a nearby 
business premises and called 
police. 

Officers arrived around 10 
minutes later and searched the 
area, but the suspects had fled. 

The suspect who first threat¬ 
ened the victim is described 
as white, aged in her mid 20s, 
around 5ft 2in tall, and of slim 
build. She was wearing a black 
hooded top, white T-shirt, light 
blue jeggings and white trainers. 

The only description of the 
other woman and the two men 
is that they were also white. 

Any witnesses, or anyone with 
information about this incident, 
between 11.15pm and 11.20pm 
on Wednesday, June 7, is asked 
to contact West Suffolk CID at 
Bury St Edmunds Police Sta¬ 
tion on 101 quoting reference 
40175/17, or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111.

Philip McGill, 31, an electrician, 
of Hornby Avenue, Westcliff; 
Thomas Randall, 21, a consumer 
credit employee, of Seaforth 
Avenue, Southend; 

Greg Allen, 28, a painter, of 
Wellington Avenue, Westcliff; 
James Woods, 24, a chef, of 
Fairmead Avenue, Westcliff; 

Scott Nicholls, 40, a construction 
worker, of Little Spenders, 
Basildon; 

Ryan Carter, 20, unemployed, of 
York Road, Southend; 

Jamie Chambers, 22, 
unemployed, of Coleman Street, 
Southend; 

Rhys Pullen, 21, of Bridge Road, 
Wickford. 

Pullen admits violent disorder 
and the other 11 defendants have 
pleaded not guilty. 

The prosecution say a 13th 
defendant, Ian Young, 41, of 
Brightwell Avenue, Westcliff, 
remained inside the Railway 
Tavern at the time of the attack. 

He denies assisting a criminal 
offender by hiding them while 
police were conducting a search. 

All 13 defendants deny 
conspiracy to commit violent 
disorder.

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‘We thought Simon Dobbin was 
dead after attack,’ say witnesses 


FRIENDS of Cambridge 
United fan Simon Dob¬ 
bin - who was left with 
permanent brain damage 
after an “unprovoked” at¬ 
tack - have told of the ter¬ 
rifying moment they were 
allegedly set upon by a large 
group of Southend fans. 

Mr Dobbin is still unable 
to walk or talk after he was 
attacked around 7.15pm on 
March 21, 2015, following 
his team’s 0-0 away draw 
with Southend United. 

He was among a group of 
U’s fans who had stayed for 
a post-match drink in the 
Blue Boar in Southend, the 
designated pub for away 
supporters. 

Basildon Crown Court 
previously heard that a 
group of men, looking 
to attack any Cambridge 
fans in “revenge” for an 
earlier fight, had scout¬ 
ed out potential targets 
in the Blue Boar before 
lying in wait at the Railway 
Tavern, the designated pub 
for home supporters. 

The Railway Tavern is be¬ 
tween the Blue Boar and 
Prittlewell railway station, 
which the Cambridge fans 
were heading to after their 
drink. 

This week friends of Mr 
Dobbin and other Cam¬ 
bridge United supporters 
recalled in court how the 
ambush had unfolded. 

William East, a friend of 
Mr Dobbin, said: “We were 
in the Blue Boar. I remem¬ 
ber someone saying ‘there’s 
some other [Southend] fans 
in here’. 

“My understanding was 
that it was time to go home, 
because they were planning 
something. 

“As we started to go down 
Station Approach, all of a 
sudden the Southend sup¬ 
porters came out of the 
pub with bottles, glasses; 
everything was being 
chucked at us. The next 
thing I know Em on the 
ground, I was knocked un¬ 
conscious. 

“They were shouting ‘get 
them’. We tried to run but it 
was too late.” 

Mr Dobbin’s wife Nicole, 
who has been present 
throughout the trial so far, 
became tearful as Mr East 


JASMINE WATKISS 
and TARA COX 


described how he regained 
consciousness to see Mr 
Dobbin lying on the floor. 

Mr East said: “I rang the 
police. The men were still 
throwing glasses when the 
paramedics arrived. I went 
over to see Simon. I just... I 
thought he was dead. 

“Police arrived as well, 
they began to look after Si¬ 
mon. 

“When Simon was on the 
floor I was saying ‘come on 
Dobs wake up mate, come 
on.’ 

“I felt an arm on my shoul¬ 
der pull me off, and it was a 
paramedic. They were giving 
Simon CPR.” 

Gareth Daniels, who in 
2015 was a press officer for 
Cambridge United, also 
recalled two “shifty” men 
coming into the Blue Boar 
pub and that things “didn’t 
feel 100 per cent right”. 

He also described how the 
group of Cambridge fans 
were set upon when they 
were just feet away from the 
safety of the train station. 

Mr Daniels said he saw a 
man in a Harley Davidson 
coat [believed to be Wil¬ 
liam East] being kicked and 
stamped on while he was on 
the floor, as Southend sup¬ 
porters shouted ‘Where are 
your boys? Where have they 
all gone now?’ 

Neil Matherson, another 
Cambridge supporter, said 
all the football fans left the 
pub together to be safe, 
while his friend Craig Rob¬ 
erts added: “We were on 
alert thinking we were now 
in ‘bandit country’. We kept 
expecting to get jumped. 

“We picked up our pace 
wanting to get to the station 
as quick as possible. 

“As we stopped to make 
sure we were going the right 
way, those in the pub re¬ 
alised we were Cambridge 
fans.” 

Mr Roberts told the court 
how the ambush unfold¬ 
ed and said he and other 
friends stayed by Mr Dob¬ 
bin, who was at this point 
“out cold on the floor” to 
protect him from any fur¬ 


ther injury. 

The court was also told 
how CUFC fan Chris Bar¬ 
rett, who did not know 
Mr Dobbin, saw him 
“lying flat on his back, 
bleeding and unrespon¬ 
sive” on the side of the road, 
so put him in the recovery 
position, checked his pulse 
and called an ambulance. 

U’s supporter Stuart Bark¬ 
er told the court how other 
friends feared Mr Dobbin 
was dead and said the am¬ 
bush was an “unprovoked 
attack”. 

The attack on Mr Dobbin 
lasted no more than 90 sec¬ 
onds but in that time caused 
life-changing injuries. 

Earlier, Kevin Livermore’s 
voice repeatedly broke when 
giving details of the assault. 

He said: “A big group came 
out the Railway pub. I would 
say about 20. 

“They were shouting 
across at us and throwing 
things over. 

“Glass was smashing. They 
stormed across the road and 
I ran down the hill towards 
the station. 

“I turned around and saw 
Willie East getting punched 
by two or three people and 
Dobbo on the ground get¬ 
ting kicked by two or three 
people. 

“They were giving him a 
good kicking. He didn’t move 
and they just carried on kick¬ 
ing him. 

“He was being kicked 
all over, halfway down the 
slope. We ran to the station 
and got onto the platform 
and jumped on the train.” 

But he added that after 
someone said a man was 
down, the group got off the 
train and went back to the 
hill by the station. 

He said: “We went back up 
and the Southend fans were 
backing up the hill. 

“A lot of things were being 
thrown. We walked up the 
hill and the Southend fans 
walked back to the pub. 

“Willie and Dobbo were 
halfway up the hill at the side 
of the road.” 

Mr Livermore’s voice 
broke as he continued, say¬ 
ing that Willie then told him: 
“He’s dead. What am I going 
to tell his wife?” 

The trial continues.

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Hancock retains 
seat with increase 
in share of vote 


CONSERVATIVE Matt Han¬ 
cock has been re-elected MP 
for West Suffolk. 

Mr Hancock retained his 
seat by a majority of 17,063, 
taking 31,649 votes in last 
week’s general election 

The result was called by 
acting deputy returning of¬ 
ficer Rachael Mann just after 
2.40am last Friday following 
the count at Newmarket Lei¬ 
sure Centre. 

Labour’s Michael Jefferys 
received 14,586 votes, UKIP’s 
Julian Flood took 2,396 votes, 
Lib Dem Elfreda Tealby-Wat¬ 
son had 2,180 and Green can¬ 
didate Donald Allwright took 
935. 

Mr Hancock, who was first 
elected as MP for West Suffolk 
in 2010, increased his major¬ 
ity by 61.16 per cent and his 
share of the vote by 11 per 
cent from 2015.

Turnout in West Suffolk rose 
by more than 2 per cent to 67 
per cent and the total num¬ 
ber of votes cast was 51,852 
out of a possible electorate of 
77,348. 

Speaking after his victory 
Mr Hancock said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted to be re-elected as the 
MP for West Suffolk, it’s a job 
I love.” 

He also promised to bring a 
cinema to Newmarket, make 
improvements to the A1307 
and work with Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Mayor James Palmer on 
the possibility of bringing a 
railway to Haverhill. 

During the last Parliament 
Mr Hancock became Minister 
of State for Digital and Cul¬ 
ture at the Department for 


Culture, Media and Sport in 
July, 2016. 

The UKIP, Lib Dem and 
Green candidates all lost their 
deposits. 

Mrs Tealby-Watson, who 
took 4.21 per cent of the vote, 
said the election came “a little 
too soon” for the Lib Dems, 
but added she was “proud” to 
stand up for their values. 

Mr Flood, who gained 4.63 
per cent of the vote, said 
UKIP would be “waiting in 
the wings” should the Gov¬ 
ernment not deliver on Brexit. 

Mr Allwright took 1.81 per 
cent of the vote.

Show support 
for animals 

WORKING animals - such as 
horses, donkeys and camels - are 
fundamental in supporting the 
livelihoods of the world's poorest 
people. 

More than 200 million working 
animals do the jobs of trucks, tractors 
and taxis, helping to provide a small 
income for one billion people in 
developing countries worldwide. But, 
this vast global workforce is largely 
unknown and ignored. 

It's easy to forget that these animals 
played a key part in our own history, 
even for large parts of the last century. 
Today, 40 per cent of people in the 
UK don't even know what a working 
animal is, but - from cart and plough 
horses to pit ponies - they were a 
familiar sight in the streets, fields and 
workplaces of Britain for centuries. 

Many working animals currently 
endure hard lives and very few have 
access to the veterinary care they 
desperately need when they are sick 
or injured.

CAMBRIDGE University gradu¬ 
ate and former barrister Lucy 
Frazer won the public vote for the 
second time to retain her seat as 
MP for South East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire in last week’s General Election. 

Ms Frazer was surrounded 
by friends, colleagues and fam¬ 
ily, including husband David and 
daughter Mia, as the result was 
declared. She won the seat by a 
large majority with 33,601 votes, 
up 4.9 per cent since 2015. 

Labour candidate Huw Jones 
had 17,443 votes and Liberal 
Democrat candidate Lucy Neth- 
singha took 11,958 votes. The 
turnout was 73.4 per cent of the 
electorate - up slightly from the 
70.4 per cent in 2015. 

The result was announced at 
the Ross Peers Sports Centre in 
Soham just after 4.40am last Fri¬ 
day - more than six hours after 
counting started. 

This year three candidates 
stood in the constituency, two 
less than in 2015 when the Greens 
and UKIP put up candidates. 

Ms Frazer, who will be living in 
both Snailwell and Hampstead, 
said: “I am really pleased to have

retained my seat. It is not possible 
to win without a huge amount of 
support and a lot of people came 
out to vote, which I am immense¬ 
ly grateful for. So thank you to 
everyone who came out to vote.” 

When asked what the main ar¬ 
eas she will be focusing on first in 
the new parliamentary term, she 
said: “I said last time I would con¬ 
centrate on three things which 
I was in the middle of working 
through and I will continue to 
work on those. 

“One was fairer funding for 
schools which we did get, with £6 
million more for our area, so I will 
work to ensure we get the most 
of that arrangement, to press for 
funding and other things for our 
schools locally. 

“I also campaigned on infra¬ 
structure. The Ely bypass is com¬ 
ing to fruition and will be fin¬ 
ished next year and there are lots 
of other projects I will be con¬ 
centrating on as well; fixing the

railways and various rail projects 
throughout the constituency, and 
I will continue to work to im¬ 
prove our broadband and mobile 
speeds.”

Labour’s Huw Jones said he 
was pleased with Labour’s result 
in Cambridge and neighbour¬ 
ing counties as Daniel Zeichner 
retained his seat in the city and 
new wins were declared in Peter¬ 
borough and Ipswich. 

“I think Labour can start to 
make inroads in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire,” he said. 

County council leader and Lib 
Dem candidate for South East 
Cambs Lucy Nethsingha said it 
had been a mixed evening for her 
party. 

She reflected: “I’m delighted 
that Ed Davey and Vince Cable 
have regained their seats but it’s 
obviously hugely sad that Julian

Cambridge scientist Su Metcalfe thinks 
she can cure multiple sclerosis - and 
other auto-immune diseases - using 
the body’s own defences and some 
very modern technology. MATTHEW 
GOODING went to meet her, and find 
out about her company, LIFNano

they slowly dissolve,” says Su. 

“We load the cargo of the LIF 
into those particles, which be¬ 
come the delivery device that 
slowly dissolve and deliver the 
LIF over five days. The nano- 
particle itself is a protective envi¬ 
ronment, and the enzymes that 
break it down can’t access it. You 
can also decorate the surface of 
the particles with antibodies, so 
it becomes a homing device that 
can target specific parts of the 
brain, for example. So you get 
the right dose, in the right place, 
and at the right time.” 

The particles themselves were 
developed at Yale University, 
which is listed as co-inventor 
with Su on the IF But LIFNano 
has the worldwide licence to de¬ 
ploy them, and Su believes we 
are on the verge of a step-change 
in medicine. 

She says: “Nano-medicine 
is a new era, and big pharma 
has already entered this space 
to deliver drugs while trying to 
avoid the side effects. The quan¬ 
tum leap is to actually go into 
biologies and tap into the natural 
pathways of the body. 

“We’re not using any drugs, 
we’re simply switching on the 
body’s own systems of self-toler¬ 
ance and repair. There aren’t any 
side effects because all we’re do¬ 
ing is tipping the balance. Auto¬ 
immunity happens when that 
balance has gone awry slightly, 
and we simply reset that. Once 
you’ve done that, it becomes self- 
sustaining and you don’t have to 
keep giving therapy, because the 
body has its balance back.” 

LIFNano has already attracted 
two major funding awards, from 
drug firm Merck and the Govern¬ 
ment’s Innovate UK agency. Su 
herself is something of a nov¬ 
ice when it comes to business, 
but has recruited cannily 
in the form of chairman 
Florian Kemmerich and 
ceo Oliver Jarry, both 


experienced operators in the 
pharma sector. With the support 
of the Judge, the company hopes 
to attract more investment, with 
the aim of starting clinical trials 
in 2020. 

“The 2020 date is ambitious, 
but with the funding we’ve got 
and the funding we’re hoping to 
raise, it should be possible,” says 
Su. 

“We’ve got everything we need 
in place to make the nano-par¬ 
ticles in a clinically compliant 
manner, it’s just a case of flick¬ 
ing the switch when we have the 
money. We’re looking at VCs and 
big pharma, because they have a 
strong interest in this area. We’re 
doing all our pre-clinical work 
concurrently while bringing in 
the major funds the company 
needs to go forward in its own 
right.” 

Immune cells have been a big 
part of Su’s career, and as we talk, 
her passion for her subject is ob¬ 
vious. “I wanted to understand 
something that was so simple on 
one level but also so complex,” 
she says. 

“The immune cell is the only 
single cell in the body that is its 
own unity, so it functions alone. 
It’s probably one the most pow¬ 
erful cells in the body because 
it can kill you, and if you haven’t 
got it you die because you haven’t 
got it.” 

And MS may just be the start 
for LIFNano. 

“MS is our key driver at the 
moment, but it’s going to be 
leading through to other major 
auto-immune disease areas,” Su 
adds. 

“Psoriasis is high up on our 
list, and diabetes is another. 
Downstream there are all the de¬ 
mentias, because a LIF is a ma¬ 
jor health factor for the brain. So 
if we can get it into the brain we 
can start protecting against de¬ 
mentia.” 

Now that would be something. 


DR Su Metcalfe is sitting quietly 
reading through some docu¬ 
ments in the lobby of the Judge 
Business School when I arrive 
for our interview. It would be 
easy to walk right past her and 
not know you were in the pres¬ 
ence of a woman who could be 
on the verge of curing multiple 
sclerosis. 

MS, an auto-immune condi¬ 
tion which affects 2.3 million 
people around the world, attacks 
cells in the brain and the spinal 
cord, causing an array of physical 
and mental side effects including 
blindness and muscle weakness. 
At the moment there’s no cure, 
but Su and her company, LIFNa¬ 
no, hope to change that. 

“Some people get progressive 
MS, so go straight to the severe 
form of the disease, but the ma¬ 
jority have a relapsing or remit¬ 
ting version,” she says. 

“It can start from the age of 
30, and there’s no cure, so all you 
can do is suppress the immune 
response, but the drugs that do 
that have side effects, and you 
can’t repair the brain. The cost of 
those drugs is very high, and in 
the UK there are a lot of people 
who don’t get treated at all.” 

But now a solution could 
be in sight thanks to Su, who 
has married one of the body’s 
cleverest functions with some 
cutting-edge technology. The 
natural side of the equation is 


provided by a stem cell particle 
called a LIF. 

Su was working at the universi¬ 
ty’s department of surgery when 
she made her big breakthrough: 
“I was looking to see what con¬ 
trols the immune response and 
stops it auto-attacking us,” she 
explains. 

“I discovered a small binary 
switch, controlled by a LIF, which 
regulates inside the immune cell 
itself. LIF is able to control the 
cell to ensure it doesn’t attack 
your own body but then releases 
the attack when needed. 

“That LIF, in addition to regu¬ 
lating and protecting us against 
attack, also plays a major role 
in keeping the brain and spinal 
cord healthy. In fact it plays a 
major role in tissue repair gen¬ 
erally, turning on stem cells that 
are naturally occurring in the 
body, making it a natural regen¬ 
erative medicine, but also plays 
a big part in repairing the brain 
when it’s been damaged. 

“So I thought, this is fantastic. 
We can treat auto-immune dis¬ 
ease, and we’ve got something to 
treat MS, which attacks both the 
brain and the spinal cord. So you 
have a double whammy that can 
stop and reverse the auto-immu¬ 
nity, and also repair the damage 
caused in the brain.” 

Presumably Su, who has been 
in Cambridge since she was an 
undergraduate but retains a soft 
accent from her native York¬ 
shire, was dancing a jig of 
delight around her lab 
at this point, but she 
soon hit a snag; the 
LIF could only sur¬ 
vive outside the 


cell for 20 minutes 
before being bro¬ 
ken down by the 
body, meaning 
there was not 
enough time to 
deploy it in a 
therapy. And this 
is where the tech¬ 
nology, in the form 
of nano-particles, 
comes in. 

“They are made 
from the same 
material as soluble 
stitches, so they’re 
compatible with 
the body

Number of armed 
officers up by 50% 


THE number of armed police now avail¬ 
able in Cambridgeshire has increased by 
50 per cent. 

But the move is not in relation to any 
specific intelligence about an imminent 
terror attack and is not as a result of the 
recent atrocities. 

Force chiefs in Cambridgeshire, Hert¬ 
fordshire and Bedfordshire say the in¬ 
crease had been in the pipeline for a year. 

The three forces’ Joint Protective Ser¬ 
vices (BCH JPS) began increasing the 
number of Authorised Firearms Officers 
(AFOs) in July 2016 - following a Home 
Office directive to all forces - in order 
to help protect the public and respond 
quickly to serious threats. 

The officers were selected from those 
already working within the JPS unit and 
although the officers will not carry weap¬ 
ons on a routine basis, they are ready to 
be called upon should they be needed 
to respond swiftly in exceptional cases, 
such as when life is at risk. 

Paul Fullwood, Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble for the BCH JPS, said: “The tragic in¬ 
cidents in Manchester and Fondon show 
us how important it is that we have the 
appropriate number of firearms-trained 
officers. 

“Fast year we carried out a review of 
the tri-force armed policing unit and

found that the number of firearms offic¬ 
ers across the three forces was sufficient 
to meet our day-to-day demand, but we 
felt it would be beneficial to increase 
the number of officers who are firearms 
trained in order to provide the best pos¬ 
sible levels of protection and security 
across the three counties. 

“Since then we have carried out a series 
of intensive training courses to ensure we 
have the very best calibre of people in 
this high-pressured role and from today 
there are now an additional 50 per cent 
firearms-trained officers available in the 
tri-force area. 

“The terrible and tragic terror attacks 
in Manchester and Fondon are a timely 
reminder of just why this increase is 
needed, although I’d like to stress that 
this increase has been planned for sev¬ 
eral months and is not in relation to any 
specific intelligence. 

“When others run away from danger, 
our brave AFOs run towards the threat. 
They’re often faced with difficult and 
challenging decisions and as such we 
are hugely appreciative of their efforts in

keeping the wider public safe, and I am 
grateful to our officers who have volun¬ 
teered to be part of this uplift.” 

Jason Ablewhite, Cambridgeshire Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner, said: “The 
appalling events in Manchester and Fon¬ 
don have once again highlighted the in¬ 
credibly important and difficult job done 
by armed officers. 

“I hope this move to increase the 
number of highly trained officers helps 


to reassure the people of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire. I am committed to do all I can to 
ensure the constabulary has the 
necessary resources to protect the 
public.” 

Suffolk Police said their re¬ 
sources were positioned ap¬ 
propriately to ensure an armed 
response was available if and 
when required. The force worked 
closely with Norfolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to ensure that any inci¬ 
dents were responded to as quickly as 
possible.

Medical records project helps 
speed up patients’ treatment

A PILOT project to make medical 
treatment for patients faster is be¬ 
ing rolled out across West Suffolk. 

The project, called Health Infor¬ 
mation Exchange (HIE), gives GPs 
and hospital staff a secure way to 
access patients’ medical records 
and make treatment times faster. 

Patients need to give consent 
for their data to be shared but, ac¬ 
cording to NHS Suffolk, the new 
scheme will reduce the time GPs 
and hospital staff waste chasing up 
each other’s medical notes. 

The pilot scheme launched last 
year initially involved volunteers 
from Hardwicke House, which has 
practices in Sudbury, Great Con¬ 
rad, Bures and Clare. 

Phil Worsley, secretary of the Pa¬ 
tient Participation Group at Hard¬ 
wicke House, said: “My fellow PPG 
members and I think that the prin¬ 
ciple of sharing medical records 
between GPs and hospitals is an 
excellent initiative. 

“Some people get uptight about

the thought of their personal data 
being shared, but our members 
were happy to give consent for 
their medical records to be ac¬ 
cessed. 

“Many people have experienced 
cancelled or wasted appointments 
due to their GP or hospital staff not 
being able to access each other’s 
records. 

“Only recently, a patient who had 
been discharged from West Suffolk 
Hospital told me their GP was able 
to access all their records from the 
ward and consultant the following 
day.” 

Eventually it’s hoped this project 
in West Suffolk will help with the 
NHS plan to be completely paper¬ 
less by 2020. 

Mr Worsley said: “If we want a 
sustainable local hospital we have 
to move processes into the 21st 
Century and use technology to 
help us to help patients.” 

Dr Dermot O’Riordan, chief 


clinical information officer for 
the West Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust, said the HIE scheme would 
benefit patients hugely. 

“It’s really exciting because it 
breaks down the barriers between 
different clinical IT systems re¬ 
garding the information being held 
on patients,” he said. 

“The scheme enables GPs and 
hospital clinicians to access the 
most up-to-date data held on an 


individual. This information is 
only used for direct patient care. 

“If a confused patient is admit¬ 
ted to hospital overnight we can 
access their GP records to see what 
medication they’re on and what 
allergies they might have. We can 
also check if they have underlying 
chronic health problems. 

“We’ve already had examples 
of cancer treatment being sped 
up because fellow clinicians have 


been able to see the results of tests 
patients had already undergone.” 

The pilot scheme is currently be¬ 
ing rolled out to the Market Cross, 
Botesdale, Woolpit, Brandon, 
Victoria Street, Angel Hill, Long 
Melford, Wickhambrook, Stanton 
and Clare Guildhall practices. It is 
hoped to extend the scheme to the 
remaining 13 practices in West Suf¬ 
folk - all of which use a different IT 
system - by the end of summer.

Appeal decision 
within six months 

THE High Court will decide within 
three to six months whether a group 
representing Newmarket's horseracing 
industry has grounds to appeal against 
400 homes being built in the town, it has 
been confirmed. 

Controversy has been raging over a 
plan by Lord Derby to build on land at 
Hatchfield Farm. 

The Secretary of State's decision to 
refuse permission was successfully 
challenged at the High Court last month. 

A judge ruled that Communities 
Secretary Sajid Javid's decision to scotch 
Lord Derby's plans was inconsistent and 
"plainly deficient". 

A spokesman for Lord Derby told the 
News he was pleased with the decision, 
adding: "The fact the judge ruled in our 
favour on two of the four grounds is a 
powerful endorsement of our view the 
Secretary of State's decision-making 
process was flawed." 

Now the Newmarket Horsemen's Group 
(NHG), which represents racehorse 
owners, trainers, jockeys, stable staff and 
breeders, has applied for permission to 
appeal. 

The group's members are worried 
about extra traffic and are concerned for 
the safety of thoroughbreds using horse 
crossings in the area. 

William Gittus, chairman of the 
group, said: "We can confirm that 
the Newmarket Horsemen's Group 
has applied to the Court of Appeal for 
permission to appeal the judge's decision 
on the Statutory Review." 

Lord Derby was said to be 
"disappointed" at the move. 


Joint talks to be held 
over Airbnb concerns

NEWMARKET Town Council is 
taking action against a global 
accommodation-sharing ser¬ 
vice after people complained of 
guests taking up parking spaces 
and causing “disturbances” in the 
town. 

Councillors at a meeting last 
week set out a plan to meet with 
planning authority West Suf¬ 
folk District Council, to enquire 
about creating plans to scrutinise 
Airbnb owners as if they were 
a business - which would also 
mean possibly enforcing busi¬ 
ness rates. 

The town council previously 
wrote to the district council to see 
if regulation existed for Airbnb 
homes, but found that it only 
applied to accommodation with 
more than six rooms. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, chairman of 
the development and planning 
committee at the town council, 
said: “We received a letter from 
West Suffolk saying that none of 
the Airbnb concerns we had in 
the town came under any regula¬ 
tions that they knew of - only if 
there were more than six rooms. 

“It was decided that because 
there are serious concerns about

health and safety, residents be¬ 
ing disturbed day and night with 
parking spaces being taken up 
and a build-up of rubbish that 
wasn’t removed, the mayor and I 
would meet with West Suffolk. 

“In other places around the 
country where Airbnb has meant 
someone changing from a family 
residence to almost like a hotel, 
some authorities have apparently 
taken the view that there needs to 
be regulation.” 

Cllr Hood, who was speaking 
on behalf of the town council, 
found last month that residents 
had complained of several ex¬ 
amples of single family homes in 
residential areas that had been 
changed into B&Bs. 

The council received letters of 
complaint and the council chose 
to act to “protect the interests of 
the residents” of Newmarket. 

Airbnb is an online hospitality 
phenomenon that enables peo¬ 
ple to lease or rent short-term 
lodging. 

It has more than three million 


lodging listings in 65,000 cities 
and 191 countries, and the cost of 
lodging is set by the host. 

Claudia Alder, spokeswoman 
for Airbnb, said: “Hosts in New¬ 
market are typically regular peo¬ 
ple sharing space in their home 
for less than two days a month - 
they are not typically businesses 
or professionals. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
hosts and guests are good neigh¬ 
bours and respectful travellers 
and we take action when we are 
notified of bad behaviour. 

“Almost two thirds (62 per cent) 
of listings in Newmarket are pri¬ 
vate rooms - spare space in peo¬ 
ple’s homes. They are not entire 
properties, and are places where 
people live. 

“We want to do everything 
we can to help our community 
members be good neighbours in 
the communities that hosts call 
home, which is why last year we 
launched our Neighbour tool to 
help achieve that goal.” 

There are 86 rental possibilities 
in and around Newmarket.

‘I would do anything to 


The father of missing airman Corrie 
McKeague talks to Anna Savva about 
his regrets, the police search and how 
he misses his son. 


THE devastated dad of miss¬ 
ing Corrie McKeague has 
spoken about how he is 
“broken” and struggling to 
cope with the “horrific” ex¬ 
perience of not knowing if 
his son will ever be found. 

It has been almost a year 
since Martin McKeague 
last saw the 23-year-old. He 
was renovating his house 
in Dunfermline, Scotland, 
and recalls how he was too 
busy to talk to his son, who 
was visiting family with his 
French bulldog Louelle. 

Speaking in an exclusive 
interview 30 miles from the 
landfill site where police are 
searching for his body, his 
father spoke of his anguish - 
he’ll never get that time back 
again. 

Sitting in a pub lounge 
with his wife Trisha, he re¬ 
called Corrie’s visit in July 
last year. “I had a lot of 
things going on in the house. 
I had a blocked drain, so I 
had people with cameras up 
there, I had joiners in,” he 
said. 

“Corrie even took me 
round to pick up this drain¬ 
age boy with the camera. 
We spoke, but I didn’t really 
have time. 

“Now I just miss him. It’s 
as simple as that, I’m miss¬ 
ing my son and I’d do any¬ 
thing to get him back.” 

On Friday, September 23, 
RAF Honington gunner Cor¬ 
rie went missing after a night 
out in Bury St Edmunds with 
friends. 

He lost them in the early 
hours of Saturday after leav¬ 
ing Flex nightclub to get a 



takeaway from Pizza Mam¬ 
ma Mia in St Andrews Street 
North. 

He appeared in good spir¬ 
its and played rock, paper, 
scissors with a stranger. Af¬ 
ter eating his food he was 
seen on CCTV taking a two- 
hour nap in the doorway of 
Hughes Electrical Store. 

He was later caught on 
CCTV wandering into a re¬ 
fuse collection area behind 
Greggs in The Horseshoe 
area of town. He was never 
seen again. 

When 54-year-old Martin 
heard his son was reported 
missing on Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 26, it was the mo¬ 
ment his life became a living 
hell in which he barely holds 
himself together. 

He admits he has been 
pulled from the brink of a 
nervous breakdown, only by 
the love for his son and the 
determination that he must 
go on until the point he is 
found. 

“I’m broken. It’s horrific - 
it’s just unbelievable. I’m not 
the same person I was all 
those months ago. I am not 
working. I am on the ‘sick’ 
and have been since the day 
I heard,” said Martin, who 
adds he survives on a diet of 
sleeping pills and cigarettes. 

“We never thought we’d be 
here. Half the time we don’t 
even know what day it is, 
what date it is, what month 
it is.” 

Suffolk and Norfolk police 
made their first media ap¬ 
peal for information about 
Corrie on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 27, believing he may 
have tried to walk home to 

his accommodation at 
^ RAF Honington. 

Search teams

Trisha came down to help 
with public lines of inquiry 
alongside Corrie’s mum 
Nicola Urquhart, her hus¬ 
band David and Martin’s two 
other sons, Corrie’s brothers 
Darroch and Makeyan. 

“Finding an answer is all 
we have tried to do. Just find 
out what has happened to 
my son,” said Martin, the 
strain visible in his face. 

“From standing there at 
night time in the [tempo¬ 
rary] pods helping the po¬ 
lice to get people to identify 
themselves at Bury St Ed¬ 
mund’s across from the Mc¬ 
Donald’s where he had gone 
missing. 

“Then I stood with Trisha 
from one in the morning till 
six, on Saturday nights. I just 
wanted to see what it was 
like at that time without a 
police presence.” 

In the weekdays the cou¬ 
ple would go to the market 
place to talk to people com¬ 
ing home from the night¬ 
clubs and head home as 
people started going to work 
and children made their way 
to school. 

Then after nearly a month 
of investigations police said 
they had tracked Corrie’s 
mobile phone signal be¬ 
tween Bury and Barton Mills 
on the Saturday he went 
missing. 

It was found to be follow¬ 
ing a similar route to a bin 


lorry, which was initially 
thought to have carried a 
weight of 11kg, not heavy 
enough to for Corrie’s 15 
stone (95kg) body. 

“At the beginning it could 
have been anything: fallen 
drunk somewhere? He could 
have . . . but within the first 
week he wasn’t found at 
the side of the road. All the 
searching was done and 
he wasn’t found where the 
phone last pinged,” said 
Martin, with the certainty 
of a man who has gone over 
events until they are burned 
in his memory. 

“Then I thought, with not 
being seen leaving [the bin 
collection site] obviously 
something sinister had hap¬ 
pened.” 

Despite other investiga¬ 
tions, the theory that Corrie 
was taken to Milton landfill, 
near Cambridge, in a Biffa 
bin lorry is the strongest 
lead police have, despite the 
search uncovering nothing 
since it began in March. 

“I don’t know how many 
times I thought about that 
bin lorry . . . ‘was he on it?”’ 
said Martin. 

“In the footage and the 
CCTV you can’t see Corrie 
standing on it or inside it. 
Then the other lines of in¬ 
quiry finished. They aren’t 
going to search a landfill for 
just a phone but now they 
are searching the landfill site 


for a body.” 

Martin, and his wife Tri¬ 
sha, 54, sold their Harley 
Davidson motorcycle to pay 
for a Fiat camper van, where 
they live in an undisclosed 
location with their three- 
year-old staffie cross Faika. 

While they wait for news 
they cannot sleep, with Mar¬ 
tin admitting he suffers from 
depression and Trisha has 
nightmares, often waking in 
the night with panic attacks. 

Still they have never given 
up hope they will one day 
find out what has happened 
to Corrie. 

Despite it all their mar¬ 
riage remains strong, with 
Trisha helping Martin to ar¬ 
ticulate his feelings when it 
all gets too much. 

She recalled: “When we 
were told that they were go¬ 


ing to search the landfill, at 
the police station, they asked 
if we wanted to stay there 
for a while to get our head 
around it. We said no. We 
went into our motorhome 
and we just broke down.” 

Martin continued: “Will 
I ever give up hope? I didn’t 
really have much hope to be¬ 
gin with. I am not going to lie 
about it. 

“He is in the landfill and 
that is what we are hoping 
for. That is where the factual 
evidence is - it’s the landfill. 
So I hope. I hope we find 
him. The men and women 
that are searching want to 
find him. They volunteer. 
They are made of strong 
stuff without a doubt. 

“I was completely taken 
aback by it because I really 
did think that I was going to 
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get my son Corrie back’

get the answer through an¬ 
other line of inquiry.” 

So far a dedicated team 
of police volunteers have 
trawled through more than 
4,000 tonnes of waste to try 
to locate Corrie’s body af¬ 
ter the refuse lorry’s load 
from the area where he was 
last seen was discovered to 
weigh more than 116kg. 

“I’ve been there every 
week” said Martin. “I have 
seen this hole open up. 
The cell itself is huge [9,900 
square feet]. 

“I put my trust and faith 
in the police. And they have 
done a fantastic job. I want 
the public to know that be¬ 
cause they have gone over 
and above in my eyes. What 
they are doing in the landfill 
is unbelievable.” 

The emotional toll on 
Martin and Trisha has been 
incredible as the story of 
Corrie’s disappearance grips 
the nation. 

Despite offers of money 
and accommodation they 
are too proud to take hand¬ 
outs from the public and 
Martin has been left bruised 
by comments on social me¬ 
dia that he is an absent fa¬ 
ther and tactless media re¬ 
ports that portrayed him as 


ungrateful for people’s sup¬ 
port. 

Defending her husband of 
14 years, Trisha said: “They 
can say that to whoever will 
listen on Facebook or down 
here but they couldn’t say 
that in our home town.” 

Martin continued: “It’s 
definitely not true. I was 
with my children right up 
until the separation from 
my ex-wife. When we moved 
to Crete in 2010 the boys 
came out on holiday and 
when Corrie started at the 
RAF he was out three times 
a year. 

“Then some media said 
we were living in a layby 
next to the landfill and that 
wasn’t true and unfortu¬ 
nately someone drove to 
where the picture was taken 
to give us stuff - food and 
books. And we weren’t there 
because we live elsewhere. 

“We don’t tell people 
where we live because we 
don’t want the press there. 
But it went straight to the 
Corrie Facebook page, 
which I have nothing to do 
with and we got slated as 
ungrateful.” 

The intense media specu¬ 
lation and updates on the 
Corrie story brings more 


and more for Martin to pro¬ 
cess and regret. 

When the news came out 
this year that Corrie’s girl¬ 
friend April was pregnant 
with his child, Martin says 
he reached out to her and 
would like to have a role as 
a grandfather. 

“I got a text from April 
telling me she was preg¬ 
nant,” he said. “I reached 
out to her as anyone would 
do and I wish her all the best 
throughout her pregnancy 
and I hope that she is OK 
and the baby is OK.” 

Meanwhile Martin’s wife 
has now returned to Scot¬ 
land to be with her daughter 
Natasha, who is expecting a 
baby in a matter of days. 

Now, alone in the camper 
van near Milton for the first 
time, he has resigned him¬ 
self to the fact Corrie will 
never get the opportunity to 
meet his child. 

But he has not given up 
believing police will find 
his son’s body and he will fi¬ 
nally be able to give him the 
goodbye he deserves. 

“If they don’t find him I 
just don’t know what I’ll do. 
We need to find Corrie. We 
need closure. How on earth 
do you go on?” he said.

He's also an ambassador for the 
children's bereavement charity, 

Grief Encounter, a role for which 
his own experiences make him 
eminently qualified. 

Jeff was widely admired 
following the death of former 
girlfriend and Big Brother star Jade, 
when he looked after his boys and 
protected them from the media 
glare. 

Jade died, aged 27, from cervical 
cancer in 2009. Although they were 
no longer together - she had 
married Jack Tweed a month 
before she died - there was never 
any doubt Jeff would have sole 
custody of the children. 

He initially kept his distance 
from Jack, who faced a number of 
assault charges and convictions in 
the years following Jade's death, 
but after a chance meeting, Jeff 
asked if he would like to see the 
boys. This led to Freddie and Bobby 
being reunited with their estranged 
stepfather two months ago. 

"I know Jack had a difficult time 
in the relationship (he was with 
Jade for three years) and 
a difficult time after Jade 
died, and as a result, it 
was a difficult decision 
for me, but the way that 
he was living at the time 
wasn't conducive to the 
stability of two bereaved 
children,” Jeff says of his 
decision to sever ties with 
the widower. 

"While it was a hard 
decision to make at the 
time, it was never permanent. I'm 
very pleased to say that a month or 
two ago we were invited to dinner 
at his mum and dad's house and 
the three of us went and had a 
really lovely time. 


"They gave the boys each a gift of 
a big framed picture of their mum 
that Jack had received at the 
wedding. He'd kept hold of them 
for the boys for eight years, which I 
thought was wonderful. 

"There's a reason we stay in 
touch with people sometimes. It 

has to be for the good of the 
kids. It was for the good of 
the kids that he wasn't in 
their lives for a time, but 
maybe now he can start to 
integrate himself back into 
their lives, because he has 
priceless memories of their 
mum.” 

He hopes the boys will see 
Jack more regularly, but is 
not going to put pressure on 
them, he says. 

"It has to be right for him as well. 
I could imagine that on that day, he 
had a lot of emotions going 
through his mind, both before, 
during and after seeing them, and 
for some people it might prove too 


much. I don't know when they'll 
see him again, but I hope they do.” 

He writes about Jack in a chapter 
of his first book, The Grief 
Survival Guide, an informative, 
part-autobiographical read, that 
explores the symptoms of grief in its 
many forms, using case studies and 
his own experiences to navigate loss 
and all that comes with it. 

His own life has had rocky 
patches. His mother, Jeanette, gave 
birth to him at 16 but his father 
decamped. When her relationship 
with his stepfather - who he 
thought was his real father - broke 
down, they ended up for a time in a 
women's refuge in Yarmouth. 

When he finally found out who 
his real father was, it was too late. 
Stephen Faldo was skipper of the 
Marchioness, a party boat that sank 
in the Thames after colliding with 
the Bowbelle, a dredger, in 1989. 
Stephen was among the 51 dead. 

Jeff has clearly learned a lot 
bringing up his two sons and 
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Jade and Jeff in 2003 



dealing with their grief, but has 
somehow managed to move on. 

His girlfriend, travel PR Kate 
Dwyer, lives with them at his home 
in Essex. 

"My coping mechanism at first 
was to shut up shop and 
concentrate solely on the boys. 
When I realised I was doing OK, I 
started to welcome the notion of 
having a relationship,” he says. 

"Kate and I have been together 
three years and we have a great 
relationship. It's hard for her being a 
step-parent. It would have been 
easier for girlfriends in the past 
because my children were adorable. 

"Teenage children are not always 
cute and adorable and it requires 
more patience and understanding 
on the part of your partner coming 
into that family. We work very hard 
on our communication and that's 
why the relationship's been doing 
very well.” 

He has always had a six-month 
rule before introducing a new 
partner to the boys. But they got on 
straight away. 

"It's a balancing act. The boys 
don't compare her with Jade. I 
wasn't with their mum. They have 
scant memories other than the 
pictures I show them.” 

So, is he planning on getting 
married? 

"There's no point in being in a 
fantastic relationship for it to not 
head anywhere, so that has to be 
the aim. At this stage in my life I've 
got to be building something. The 
relationship is a good one, so I 
think it's very possible." 

"We've got a wonderful balance 
where the boys get that female 
influence in their lives.” 

He also hints that he'd like more 
children. "I love being a dad and I'd 
be intrigued bringing up children 
with the person you bring them 
into the world with because I 
haven't had the benefit of doing 
that. I can imagine it being a hell of 
a lot easier. It would be a relief to 
share the 
responsibility.”

A HIGH performance diesel GT 
is being added to the Renault 
Megane line-up as a new flagship 
for the range. 

The new Megane GT dCi features the 
most powerful 1.6-litre diesel currently 
available using twin turbos to produce 
165bhp. 

Priced from £27,740 for the Megane 
hatch and £29,040 for the Sport Tourer 
estate, the GT is fitted with Renault's six 
speed dual clutch electronic gearbox. 

Renault says the hatch version is 
capable of a top speed of 133mph, 
0-62mph in eight seconds, and returns 
combined-cycle fuel consumption of 
61.4mpg with C02 of 120g/km. The 
figures for the Sport Tourer are 8.9sec, 

133mph, 61.4mpg and 124g/km 
respectively. 

The new GT is fitted with Renault 
Sport-developed suspension and 
the 4Control chassis with four-wheel 
steering for added agility. 

The car is built at Renault's factory 
in Spain alongside the mainstream 
Megane models but has been designed 
by the Renault Sport team giving 
it a wider lower air intake with a 
honeycomb-pattern mesh flanked by 
lateral scoops at the front. 

Dark metal, diamond cut 18-inch 


alloy wheels and door mirror housings 
match the finish on the front air scoops 
and rear diffuser. 

On the inside the GT's sports front 
seats feature additional lateral support 
to the base and backrest and integral 
headrests. 

The GT also features an auto- 
dimming rear view mirror and chrome 
door sill plates.

T HERE'S no disputing that when 
it comes to making superb 
sports performance Sports Utility 
Vehicles then German car makers 
dominate. 

The latest models simply ooze 
quality all round, inside and out, 
along with having the latest and best 
on-board technology and engineering 
available. 

Audi is the latest to spice up this 
bag of goodies with the arrival of the 
new SQ5 SUV which for starters has 
a newly developed V6 3.0-litre TFSI 
349bhp twin-scroll turbocharged 
petrol engine under the bonnet along 
with quattro all-wheel-drive. 

In reality this car is a spruced-up 
performance version of the latest Q5 
and the SQ5 will appeal to those 
drivers demanding more in road¬ 
going performance along with all the 
associated engineering and technical 
extras that Audi's Q range always 
conjures up. 

With an on-the-road asking price 
of £51,200 it follows the route of 
the rest of the Q range in offering a 


host of new design and technology 
features - but this time with a petrol 
engine and not the popular 3.0-litre 
TDI turbo diesel as in its predecessor. 

Nevertheless, Audi UK has 
confirmed that an oil burner option 
will arrive later. 

Weighing some 35kg less than 


last time around, thanks to a lighter 
aluminium and steel composite 
body shell, the new SQ5 is all about 
performance. 

The V6 engine delivers 349bhp 
in such a quiet and unassuming way 
with its power peak but also offering 
500Nm of torque that stays on tap 


from 1,370rpm through to 4,500rpm. 

This relates to an acceleration of 0 
to 62mph in 5.4 seconds, top speed 
is limited to 155mph, but equally 
important for Q car drivers is its 
mid-range acceleration for overtaking 
which again is impressive. 

The SQ5 performs such 
manouevres in delightfully subtle 
manner without any real fuss or 
commotion. 

Yes, there's a nice growl from the 
exhaust when accelerating hard but 
overall this 3.0-litre engine is so quiet 
and refined. 

Officially the turbo petrol SQ5 is 
rated at 34mpg with C02 emissions 
of 189g/km - not at all bad for a high 
performance SUV. 

Some drivers may be initially 
disappointed there's no diesel version 
available at the launch but for the 
meantime this excellent 3.0-litre 
petrol engine should more than satisfy 
motorists in this sporting niche sector. 

At £51,200 it's a tad more 
expensive than its two main rivals 
from Porsche and the Mercedes.
